He said Hunt dis- 
played a picture of himself, his 
wife and Vaughan, which the 
former Army officer told him was 
taken at a party at the White 
House.) 

Question of Vaughan Testifying. 

The committee has not yet an- 
nounced whether it plans to sum- 
mon Vaughan as a witness. 

Grindle said the matter of re- 
pairing the White House came up 
in the course of one of his talks 
with Hunt. Hunt, he said, told 
him that Vaughan had informed 
Hunt there was “no reason” why 
another client of Hunt’s, Dorothy 
Draper of Washington, should not 
have the interior decorating con- 
tract, 

Hunt then went on to say, Grin- 
dle testified, that there was no 
reason why Grindle should not get 
a contract for woodwork in the 
renovation of the White House. 

Recounting another conversa- 
tion, Grindle said Hunt told him 
he was “very close” to Secretary 
of Defense Louis Johnson. 

“He said he was one of the four 
persons who were present when 
Johnson was called to the White 
House and told he was going to 
be Secretary of Defense.” 

Hunt Makes Boast. a 

Grindle at another point quoted 
Hunt as saying: “I don’t like to 
boast but I am the most influen- 
tial man in Washington with the 
quartermaster corps.” 

Before the committee recessed 
until tomorrow, William Rogers, 
committee counsel, asked Grindle 
a number of questions submitted 
by Roger Q. White, Hunt’s attor- 
ney. Most were questions as to 
whether certain services hadn’t 
been rendered Grindle by Hunt. 

Grindle acknowledged that he 
had received invitations to bid, 
presumably at Hunt’s instigation, 
from the Federal Bureau of Sup- 
ply and, he thought, the Post Of- 
fice Department. But in answer 
to White’s questions, he denied re- 
ceiving any invitations from the 
Veterans Administration, Mari- 
time Commission or Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Grandle’s statements to the New 
York Herald Tribune last June 
touched off the subcommittee’s 
inquiry into claims of influence in 
the awarding of government con- 
tracts. Grindle said then he had 
paid Hunt $1000 for help in seek- 
ing a government contract. 

Hunt, now a management coun- 
selor in Washington, once was a 
lieutenant colonel in the Army 
Quartermaster Corps and worked 
for a while for the War Assets 
Administration. WAA was as 
signed the task of selling billions 
of dollars worth of war surplus 


goods. 
Contract. 

Grindle said he engaged Hunt 
to help him land a Government 
contract. During the course of 
their talks, Grindle testified, Hunt 
told him: 

“I have only one thing to sell 
and that is influence. My in- 
fluence is based on my reputa- 
tion and that is impeccable.” 

Hunt has denied that he ever 
attempted to sell influence, and 
he has said he knows no one in 
Government who could be in- 
fluenced. 

Grindle said that while he was 
negotiating, Hunt told him he was 
working on “a $200,000,000 deal for

Action on Arms. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
today urged Congress to approve 
the $1,450,000,000 foreign arms as- 
sistance program because “the 
United States is open to attack on 
its own territory to a greater ex- 
tent than ever before.” 

He made this appeal in test! 
mony before the combined Senate 
Foreign Reiations 
Services committees. 

In a prepared statement, Ache- 
son told the Senators that the 
western European allies of the 
United States are now so weak in 
military power that their situation 
is an invitation to any would-be 
aggressor to strike. 

“The first line of defense is still 
in Europe,” Acheson said, “but our 


European allies do not have the 
military capacity to hold that 
line. The shield behind which we 
marshaled out forces to strike de- 
cisive blows (in two world wars) 
for the common cause no longer 
exists.” 
Asks for Fast Action. 

Acheson said speedy approval of 
the Administration’s arms pro- 
gram is “imperative” in order to 
remove western Europe’s fear and 
“erase the conditions that might 
encourage an aggressor to resort 
to military force.” 

Under questioning by Senator 

Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
Acheson said he would “resist” 
any suggestion that a stop-gap 
program be substituted now for 
the proposed program, with the 
next session of Congress passing 
on the pattern of the total pro- 
gram. 
Vandenberg, like a number of 
others in Congress, complained 
that the present program sets up 
a pattern for the defense of west- 
ern Europe before a defencse com- 
mittee, provided by the North At- 
lantic Treaty, has been set up. He 
also complained that the United 
States is goin 
sulting its les. 

Acheson remarked: 

“In dealing with the forces with 
which we are dealing, you gain 
no advantage by assuming an atti- 
tude. We must deal in realities. 
The sooner we fill the vacuum of 
military weakness in Europe, the 
better it will be for our own se- 
curity.” 

Wants Forces in Being. 

If the western European armies 

are to be able to hold an aggres- 
sor at bay until the United States 
can go quickly to their aid, Ache- 
son said, they must possess ade- 
quate defense forces “in being,” 
not planned on paper for some 
future date or concentrated 3000 
miles away on this side of the 
Atlantic. 
He said added military strength 
in the hands of the French and 
Italian Governments will help 
them prevent aggressive Commu- 
nist minorities from trying to 
seize power by force. 

Acheson said it is a bitter com- 
mentary on our times that the 
most persuasive way to peace is 
armed security. But, he added, 
“we are certain of our facts.” 

In view of Russia’s past policies, 
he declared, “we dare not risk our 
homes and our lives on a wishful 
premise” — that by arguments 
short of rearming, Moscow will be 
persuaded to change its course of 
action. 

Points to Russian Army. 

The Secretary said Russia is 
maintaining the largest armed 
forces in the peacetime history of 
any country, and, he added, Mos- 
cow “has used or attempted to use 
its obvious military superiority to 
intimidate and coerce smaller na- 
tions.” 

Acheson contended much will be 
gained and nothing will be lost” 
by extending this military assist- 
ance now.” He added: ‘Since the 
present weakness invites the dan- 
ger of war and since future plah- 
n can not impair the validity 
of it would be fool- 
ish to risk the possible conse- 
quences of delay.” 

The secretary declared the lead- 
ers of totalitarian states will co- 
operate with the western powers 
only when they are convinced that 
the free nations of the world are 
“too strong to be overcome by ex- 
ternal aggression or internal sub- 
version.” 

“We shall stand in criminal neg- 
lect and the ideals of the United 
Nations will be seriously jeopar- 
dized if we do not do all that we 
can, by both moral and material 
means, to bring home to these 
men (the Russian leaders) the

certificate, $7. 

Promissory Note, 

A promissory note for $350,000, 
given to Breadon Nov. 25, 1947, 
and payable at $50,000 a year, 
signed by National Sports Inc. and 
by Robert E. Hannegan and Fred 
M. Saigh Jr. individually, is in- 
cluded in the note list. It is stated 
to be payable at $50,000 yearly, 
and one $50,000 payment, reducing 
the principal obligation to $300,- 
000, is recorded. The note was 
given at the time of the purchase 
of the Cardinals by Saigh and 
Hannegan; Saigh has since bought 
Hannegan’s interest. 

One of the stock holdings is 631 
shares, no par valpe, of Boulevard 
Frontage Co., listed in the inven- 
tory at $1 a share, or $631. This 
corporation is in charge of Hamp- 
ton Village development, and the 
Breadon interest is understood to 
be 10 per cent, or a slightly larger 
share, of the enterprise.

Secretary Revises Presi- 
dent’s Estimate of 5000 
Victims—6 Cities De- 
stroyed — U.S. Planes 
in Aid Role. 


QUITO, Aug. 8 (UP)—An of- 
ficial spokesman said today that 
property losses in last Friday's 
Central Ecuadorian earthquake 
may reach $50,000,000 or more, 
but he scaled down estimates of 
dead to between 2000 and 4000. 

Many believed dead, he said, 
had been found among some 227,- 
Q00 men, women and children who 
fled to the hills and plains in ter- 
ror after the tremors wrecked 
their villages and homes.

70 miles south of Quito. 

Planes of every type and descrip- 
tion took off at the rate of one 
every 10 minutes for the flight to 
Ambato, a thriving industrial and 
farming city of 20,000 that was 
destroyed by Friday’s series of 
quakes. Planes of the United 
States Carribean Air Command 
were taking part in the air lift 
and yesterday carried six tons of 
relief goods to Quito from Balboa 
in the Canal Zone. Supplies in- 
cluded blood plasma, serums and 
drugs. This phase of the relief 
activity is a joint undertaking of 
the United States Air Force, Army 
and Red Cross. 

Six Cities Destroyed. 

President Galo Plaza Lasso re- 
ported to the nation that the six 
cities of Ambato, Guano, Pelileo, 
Pillao, Patate and Salcedo were 
destroyed. 

The death toll, he said in a ra- 
dio broadcast after spending 40 
hours in the disaster area, had 
reached 5000 and there were an 
estimated 20,000 injured. 

The town of Pelileo,

Pilot of Private Craft Is 
Killed — Accident Oc- 
curs Near Airport at 
Milwaukee. 


MILWAUKEE, Aug. 8 (UP)—A 
small private plane ripped into 
the wing of a Capital Airlines 
DC-3 with 23 persons aboard yes- 
terday, but Capt. Jack Bolick 
brought his transport safely to a 
landing he said was “routine.” 


The two-seat Cessna monoplane 
which crumpled several feet of the 
right wing of the DC-3 crashed, 
killing its pilot, Arthur Rapps, 33 
years old, of Milwaukee. 

Bolick, a veteran of 6500 air 
hours, said he never did see the 
small plane which scraped wings 
with his, although he felt a se- 
vere jolt. The wing of the airliner 
was damaged badly. 

Law enforcement officials and 
Civil Aeronautics Board officials 
began an investigation. 

The crash came slightly more 
than a week after the death of 
16 persons in a collision near Fort 
Dix, N. J., July 30, said to have 
been caused by a Navy pilot “buzz- 
ing” an Eastern Airlines DC-3. 

Although the small private ship 
ripped his wingtip badly, Bolick 
said, all of his controls responded 
normall and he was able to land 
his ship. 

Witnesses said that “buzzing” did 
not appear to have been involved 
in yesterday’s accident. Rapps, 
they said, was in a bank while 
circling the field and apparently 
did not see the approaching air- 
liner. 

The airliner had stopped at De- 
troit and Muskegon, Mich., on its 
way here from Norfolk, Va. It 
was just crossing the Lake Michi- 

shorelane to enter the 
Mitchell Field traffic pattern when 
the accident occurred. 

Raymond Swansen of Grand 
Haven, Mich., a passenger on the 
airliner, saw the crash. 

“I had been watching this small 
plane for about a half-minute and 
it was obvious that he didn’t see 
us,” Swanson said. “It looked like 
we might meet. He was in s hank 
and couldn’t possibly have seen us. 

“He came toward us in his turn, 
and wing tips of the two planes 
hit. The small plane flashed out 
of sight. I didn’t see what hap- 
pened to him.” 

The airliner passengers remained 
calm, an official airlines statement 
said. 

Stewardess Shirley Davidson of 
Coldwater, Mich., said she was 
standing in the aisle when the 
Planes collided. 

“There was a dull thud,” she 
said, “but it didn’t throw me at 
all. 
J had no idea what happened. 
The passengers were very much at 
ease, At first they didn’t even 
realize what had happened, but 
then all of us saw the torn wing. 

“Even then, there was no panic,” 
she said.

No Comment from Quirino. 
Quirino, in San Francisco on his 
wav to visit President Truman, 
had no comment. He and Chiang 
laid the foundation for a Pacific 
pact last month in a similar con- 
ference at Baguio in the Philip- 
pines. 

Since the Chiang-Quirino meet- 
ing, the picture has been changed 
by these developments: 

1. Quirino recast last week his 
entire concept of the projected 
Pacific union and eliminated all 
reference to Chiang and the 
crumbling Nationalist govern- 
ment in China. 

2. The United States issued its 
“white paper” on China two 
days later and labeled the 
Chiang government a failure in 
the civil war against the Chinese 
Communists. 

A spokesman for the Philippine 
President said last night Quirino 
would make no statement on any 
until he had talked with Tru- 
man. 

In their call for a conference, 
Chiang and Rhee said: 

“We are strongly of the opinion 
that countries of the Pacific in 
general and Far Eastern coun- 
tries in particular are facing a 
greater danger from international 
Communism today than any other 
part of the world. 

‘Solidarity Urgently Needed.’ 

“Solidarity and concerted action 
among these countries is more ur- 
gently needed than elsewhcre. It 
is our firm belief that the world 
cannot be free if Asia is to go 
under and mankind cannot afford 
to be divided into half free men 
and half slaves.” 

They suggested Quirino set the 
conference for Baguio. 

After issuing the statement, 
Chiang boarded his plane and 
left, presumably for Formosa. He 
declined “comment at this time” 
on the American ‘White Paper.’ 

The Chiang-Rhee statement said 
“we have arrived at full agree- 
ment concerning the idea of a 
union as set forth in the joint 
statement issued by Président 
Quirino and Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek on July 12, 1949 at 
Baguio ,.. 

There was nothing noting that 
Quirino’s concept of the pact since 
that time had left Chiang out of 
the picture. Neither was there 
any reference that the Philippines 
had declined to attend the Chin- 
hae conference. 

Commonwealth a Factor. 

Quirino has been represented as 
believing Chiang and his regime 
must be dropped from the pact 
plans if British Commonwealth 
nations are to be won over to 
the idea. These nations are con- 
sidered essential to the success of 
any Pacific alliance. 

The rub, as seen by informed 
quarters in Manila, is that the 
Commonwealth nations would not 
care to be identified with any 
project that commits them to sup- 
port of the Chinese Nationalists. 
For instance, both Malaya and 
Burma are having their own 
Communist troubles, and the Com- 
munists constitute a threat to 
the British colony of Hong Kong.

BOGOTA, Aug. & (UP)—An eye- 
ness account of the earthquake 
that struck the Ambato area of 
Ecuador said today that the dis- 
aster began with a noise like a 
heavy explosion. 

The account was given by a res- 
ident of Ambato who suffered a 
broken leg. The victim told his 
story from a hospital bed to the 
Quito correspondent of the Bo- 
gota newspaper EI Liberal. 


Muffled Roars Heard. 

“From the early hours of morn- 
ing, we heard muffled roars from 
below the earth but since that 
happened frequently nobody paid 
much attention. At noon there 
was a light shake, but nothing 
else happened. 

“At 2:20 there was a heavy ex- 
plosion. I was walking toward 
the principal plaza and felt the 
earth sink under me. People fled 
in panic from stores, churches and 
other public places. 

“Women ran out with children 
in their arms. Adults fell to their 
knees, confessing their sins at the 
top of their voices and asking for- 
giveness from the Almighty. 

“Buildings started to teeter and 


some collapsed to the ground with 
a great roar. Everyone was kneel- | 
ing or running terrified toward 
the plaza and open spaces. 

“Large blocks of stone from 
church towers and the taller build- | 
ings began falling on the panic- 
stricken multitude. A muffled 
shriek was heard, drowned out by | 
an immense mass of cement and 
stone. 


Many Trapped in Church. 
“A large number of people sought 
refuge in one of the churches. 
Someone closed the main door to 
keep more refugees out. Five min- 
utes later the whole building fell 
n 


“The city hall also buried large 
number of victims when it col- 
lapsed. I remember running away 
when I saw a three-story building 
start to fall. | 

“Apparently a concrete fragment 
broke my leg, because when I re- 
gained consciousness I was here 
in this tent hospital.” 

The El Liberal correspondent 
was with the first Red Cross team 
to reach the city. He said hun- 
dreds of women and crying chil- 
dren were searching in the ruins 
for members of their families bur- 
ied by the quake. 


Area Like a Cemetery. 

Other eyewitnesses said that in 
the western zone of Tungurahua 
province between Ambato and 
Banos at least 25 hamlets virtual- 
ly disappeared. They are so small 
they are unlisted on maps. The 
area was described as a cemetery 
where the odor of death predom- 
inated. 

One searcher said he could 
scarcely believe his eyes when he 
reached his native city of Pelileo. 
He got his bearings when he 
reached a park in the center of 
the town. He made his way over 
piles of debris, bodies of the dead 
and large crevices in the earth to 
what had once been his family 
home.

MARTIN FOR BIPARTISAN 
U.S. POLICY ON CHINA 


G.O.P. House Leader Assails State Depart- 


ment’s Course in Past — Dr. Koo Says 
China’s Side Will Be Heard.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
A Republican offer to work out 
a strong China policy for this gov- 
ernment on a bipartisan basis was 
extended to the administration 
yesterday. 

It came through Representative 
Martin of Massachusetts, House 
Republican leader and former 
speaker. He said it was the feel- 
ing of “most republicans.” 

The State Department’s publi- 
cation of the China “white paper” 
on Friday was characterized, 
meanwhile, by Chinese Ambassa- 
dor V. K. Wellington Koo as “an 
unusual step, especially at this 
time when my country is engaged 
in a desperate struggle to check 
the Communist aggression and to 
preserve her independence as a 
nation.” 

The diplomatic summary of 
United States - Chinese relations 
was severe in its criticism of the 
Chinese government. 

A Chinese Side, Too. 

“The big volume represents 
mostly the American view of the 
picture,” Dr. Koo said in a state- 
ment. “Theres, of course, a Chi- 
nese side to it. The Chinese gov- 
ernment is studying its contents 
and will express its view.” 

Commenting that errors of 
judgment were not confined to 
China alone, Dr. Koo said he was 
glad that Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson does not take a pessi- 
mistic view of the situation in 
China. 

J am glad that a new and con- 
structive American policy is now 
under study and formulation,” he 
continued. “The situation calls 
for not only self-help on China’s 
part but also aid and assistance 
from other freedom-loving na- 
tions. For a free China is indis- 
pensable to a free Asia and a free 
Asia is vital to the existence of 
a free world.” 

Martin On White Paper. 

Martin said the white paper “is 
a confession of inexcusable fail- 
ure.” He said that “our desertion 
of China at Yalta” is fully ad- 
mitted. 

After the Republican Eightieth 
Congress stepped in to revive 
China aid, the Administration pro- 
crastinated in sending aid until 
after Manchuria and north China 
had fallen, Martin said. 

The document amounts to “an 
oriental Munich,” Martin said. He 
said he saw no intention of the 
State Department to work out 
China policy on bipartisan lines 
such as have been successful on 
the European front. 

“If this should continue to be 
the State Department’s attitude,” 
Martin said, “no course will be left 
to the Republican party but to 
pursue the China question alone 
and in a fashion which we can 
only pray will awaken our Govern- 
ment and our people to the in- 
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mained upright—the only means 
of identification.

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‘Not Fair to Tax Ameri- 
cans to Finance Social- 
ism Abroad,’ He Says 
Final Vote Near. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (UP)— 
Senate Republican Leader Wherry 
of Nebraska asked the Senate to- 
day to deny Marshall plan funds 
to European nations that are na- 
tionalizing basic industries. 

As the Senate neared a final 
vote on the $5,674,000,000 foreign 
aid bill, Wherry got behind an 
amendment which would cut 
such nations as Britain out of the 
Marshall plan. 

The Senate is expected to kill 
the amendment, sponsored by Sen- 
ators Kem (Rep.), Missouri, and 
McClellan (Dem.), Arkansas. 

“It’s not fair to tax the Ameri- 
can people to finance Socialism 
abroad,” Wherry said, 

He rejected the State Depart- 
ment argument that this country 
should not attach conditions to 
the foreign aid program which 
would amount to meddling in the 
internal affairs of other countries. 

It is “illogical,” Wherry said, 
for the department to pursue that 
argument but to insist that Spain 
“must change her form of govern- 
ment” to be recognized by this 
country. 

Majority Leader Lucas (Dem.), 
Illinois, urged Senators to get the 
foreign funds measure out of the 
way before they quit for the day.

Th 9400 cases reported through- 
out the country this year exceeds 
by more than 50 per cent the total 
for the corresponding period of 
1948, but an Associated Press sur- 
vey showed signs that the peak 
may have passed in some of the 
hardest-hit areas. The United 
States Public Health Service said 
it noted evidence of a slackening 
of the upward pace in the country 
as a whole. 


Heaviest Fatality Rate. 

Arkansas, Texas and Michigan 
reported a drop in the incidence 
of new cases. The survey showed 
that the rate of fatalities has been 
greatest in Indiana, Kansas and 
North Carolina, where about one 
case in 10 has resulted in death. 
No deaths at all have been report- 
ed in Delaware, Maine, Montana, 
Nevada, New Hampshire and 
Rhode Island. 

Basil O’Connor, president of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, estimated it will cost 
$5,000,000 to provide for the con- 
tinued care of patients stricken 
last year. Most of the 27,908 pa- 
tients stricken last year still are 
receiving treatment at the ex- 
pense of local foundation chapters, 
he added. 

Dr. Harry M. Weaver, research 
director of the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, said 
in New York that scientists now 
know that polio is caused by a 
virus and “is transmitted most 
often by intimate contact between 
some individual harboring the 
virus and some individual sus- 
ceptible to the virus.” 

Dr. Weaver's advice was to re- 
frain from close contact with in- 
dividuals or groups “with whom 
you normally do not have con- 
tact.” 

He extended the following ad- 
vise to persons in epidemic areas 
who experience such symptoms as 
a slight fever or slight cold: “Go 
to bed until you get well. Probably 
five to 10 persons are infected 
with the virus for every recogniz- 
able case. If you have a slight 
case, from which you probably 
will recover easily, you might get 
the worse form if you subject 
yourself to a sudden chilling or 
some strain or exhaustion.”

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sets down to little more than half 
what they would have cost you a 
ago. Some of the top manu- 
facturers in the business are in- 
cluded in the newest wave of re- 
ductions, as the set-makers jockey 
for position in a hoped-for up- 
swing in sales this fall. 
Most sét-makers predict the 
public will step up its buying aft- 
er vacations are over and a num- 
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ber of top flight programs return 


ally 

and picked up in the fall, and 
manufacturers believe television 
will follow the same pattern. 
Sales in the infant television in- 
dustry had ignored that pattern 
until early this year, as manufac- 
turers were unable to — up 
with demand. But after doubling, 
trebling and quadrupling their 
production, the set makers found 
the demand was not inexhaustible, 
and they were faced for the first 
time with intense competition. 


Improved techniques, mass pro- 
duction economies and lower costs 
of Materials contributed to bring- 
ing set prices down, but compéti- 
tion was the biggest factor of all 
and still is hard at work. The set 
makers are hopeful, however, that 
a fall upswing in buying will ease 
the situation and perhaps bring 
some let-up in the price war. 

In the continuing wave of re- 

ductions, manufacturers have 
sharply pared their own prices, 
and many dealers have made fur- 
ther cuts at the expense of their 
own profit margins.

Alderman Cervantes, a Demo- 
crat, as is the Mayor, said today 
that he had reached a number of 
the board members over the week- 
end regarding the possibility of a 
special session and that “things 
look good; there appear to be 
enough of them in favor of such a 
session if we need it.” 


Although the proposal for the 
special session of the Board was 
made by Mayor Darst and is be- 
ing strongly backed by Democrat 
board leaders, some Republicans 
also expressed themselves as be- 
ing in favor of the proposed meet- 
ing. 

Alderman Ray F. Lohse, a Re- 
publican, said he favored a special 
meeting “if we can accomplish 
anything by it.” He added that 
he didn’t see what could be done 
at present, however, unless the 
state commission could be per- 
suaded to reconsider its action. 

Another Republican who in- 
dorsed the special session was 
Alderman Linton W. Peterson. He 
said he thought that discussion of 
public ownership of the present 
system at a special session would 
be a good thing, but added that 
he is opposed to such a system or 
to establishment of a competing 
system by the city. He said he 
felt the matter of fighting the 
fare increase should be carried 
through the commission and the 
courts. 

Philip J. Mettler, Republican, 
said he would “go along with the 
Mayor in his proposal for a spe- 
cial session” but was noncom- 
mittal on the suggestion of mu- 
nicipel ownership of the bus lines. 
He said he wanted to “give the 
matter further study.” 

Raymond A. Egan, Democrat, 
said he approved calling of a spe- 
cial session, but would not com- 
ment on the proposal for munic- 
ipal ownership of the bus lines.

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BRITISH JET FIRST 
TO REFUEL IN AIR,

Fighter Covers 3000 Miles for 
New Time and Distance

LITTLEHAMPTON, England, 
Aug. 8 (UP)—A British Gloster 
Meteor jet fighter plane set new 
time and distance records yester- 


day in the first air-to-air refuel- 
ing tests by jet aircraft. 

The Meteor stayed in the air for 
12 hours and three minutes and 
covered 3000 miles while making

FOREST FIRE; 13 
~-PERISH IN BLAZE 


500 Fighters on Mountain 
Near Helena, Mont.—3 
of Trapped Parachute 


Unit Escape.

HELENA, Mont., Aug. 8 (AP)— 

Wind sent flames sweeping up 
Willow mountain this morning as 
weary men strained desperately to 
8 trap the forest fire. 
About 400 men worked through- 
Hut last night building fire lines 
to encircle the blaze in which 12 
Forest Service parachutists and 
another fire fighter lost their 
lives. 

The 400 men hoped to complete 
the final three miles of fire dine 
today, bottling the wilderness 
area blaze on .7500-foot Willow 
peak. However, winds of 15 to 25 
miles an hour drove rampaging 
flames rapidly towards the east 
slope and vast expanses of dense 
timber beyond. The Weather Bu- 
reau predicted that winds might 
increase to 25 to 35 miles an hour 
late today. 

Two. determined groups of men 
moved in from the flanks today 
against the fire which has black- 
ened 5000 to 6000 acreg since Fri- 
day and has a perimeter of 21 
miles. 

Showers slowed the advance of 
the flames yesterday but a 20. 
mile-an-hour wind fanned the fire 
in the northeastern section. The 
fire devastated from 800 to 1800 
acres yesterday. 


Blaze Started Friday. 

Willow mountain is east of 
Mann Gulch, whasasthe lightning 
blaze started Friday. The fire has 
moved four miles east of where 
the Missouri river winds -pictur- 
esquely through the mountain 
Peaks, 

Calls for volunteers went out 
again yesterday. Forest Service 
officials sent fresh men in to re- 
lieve those nearly exhausted on 
fire lines. They also built up a 
pool of manpower—in case the fire 
crosses Willow mountain. 

The Forest Service has not sent 
any of its parachuting firefighters 
to the blaze since Friday—when 
the smoke-Jumping program suf- 
fered its worst tragedy in its 10- 
year history. 

Fifteen. smokejumpers, mostly 
college students, were trapped by 
fire when the wind shifted sud- 
denly after they were safely on 
the ground at Mann gulch. Only 
three escaped. 

In addition to the 12 smoke- 
jumpers, the fire killed a preven- 
tion guard from nearby Canyon 
Ferry ranger station. 


A helicopter brought the charred 
bodies to a Helena morgue where 
fellow firefighters identified them.

“And I don’t think we should for- 
get Mr. and Mrs. John Hattman,” 
he added, referring to the parents 
of the murdered man. 

Cites Boyhood Incident. 

Recalling that the defendant, as 
a boy of 12, shot and seriously 
wounded a 14-year-old playmate 
over the attentions of a young 
girl in Houston, Tex., Crissman 
declared: “It seems quite obvious 
he has in his makeup homicidal 
tendencies. Who can say whether, 
if he receives a sentence of a 
term of years, Byron Hattman 
will be his last victim?” 

Crissman, who had conducted 
the prosecution, termed the jury’s 
verdict of second-degree rather 
than first-degree murder “charit- 
able.” 

‘David Elderkin, Crisgman’s as- 
sistant, spoke briefly, asserting 
that the defense had tried the 
case “with one eye on the jurors 
and one eye on the press.” 

Defense Attorney R. S. Milner 
argued that even the minimum 
sentence of 10 years would be “a 
terrible sentence.” 

“It would impinge on the very 
bloom of the defendant’s life,” he 
declared. 

Argues Against Life Term. 


Arguing against the maximum 
sentence urged by the state, Mil- 
ner asked: “Will the Court exer 
cise its discretion. and take this 
fine young man and put him 
away for ever and a day? It 
would be a shame. There must be 
rehabilitation there. We have 
every reason to it.” 

The defense attorney referred 
to the prisoner as “brilliant and 
capable—a comer in his chosen 
profession of caring for little chil- 
dren,” and added, “That’s what he 
was doing when this wretch (Hatt- 
man) intruded on him.” 

W. T. Barngrover, associate de- 
fense counsel, said: “Ir ive 
of what the sentence is, it will in 
no wise deter any red-blooded 
man from defending the sanctity 
of his home.” 

Both Milner and Barngrover 
criticized the prosecution for 
bringing up the matter of Dr.

Acheson said a “small amount” 
which could be used in the Far 
East at the discretion of the Presi- 
dent would be helpful. 

The program now calls for $1,-

members; $261,000,000 for contin- 
ued aid to Greece and Turkey, 
and $27,000,000 to provide arms for 
Iran, Korea and the Philippines.

Meanwhile, before the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, Bon- 
a retired brigadier 
general who served on Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s staff during 
the war, declared the United 
States should give no large-scale 
military aid to Europe now, but 
should promise to blast Russia 
out of business with airpower in 
the event of ‘Russian aggression. 

It would be “a very great blun- 
der to engage the Red army on 
the ground,” Fellers testified, be- 
cause Russia’s Manpower reserves 


and natural conditions favor it on 
the ground. 


“If we don’t build the greatest 
air force in the world, we'll even- 
tually be destroyed,” the former 
artillery officer added, What the 
United States should do, Fellers 
said, is to give friendly nations 
enough military aid to preserve 
internal security, and build up and 
retain in our own possession an 
air force capable of blasting Rus- 
sian industrial capacity and sup- 
ply lines in the event of Red in- 
vasion of western Europe. 


The only thing Stalin fears more 
than American air power and 
atomic bombs, Fellers said, is the 
fact that, if Russian troops ever 
invade the free nations of Europe. 
they will “find there a way of 
life, a freedom” which will keep 
them from ever again submitting 
to Soviet control. 


Russia's eternal allies — dis- 
tance, winter and manpower—are 
impotent against air* power,” he 
said. “So long as we maintain the 
lead in bombs and bombers, this 
war deterrent is likely to continue 
effective.”

Grindle said Hunt told him this 
story of how he helped get the 
track built: 


Paul Bowser of Boston, track 
president, went to Hunt for help 
in getting the then-required gov- 
ernment approval. Hunt went to 
Frank Creedon, then housing ex- 
pediter now with the Hanford 
(Wash.) atomic plant, and Cree- 
don told him what to do about 
“getting around regulations.” 


The “loophole” was that a build- 
ing could be moved onto a site 
and housing officials would ap- 
prove alterations for it. So at 
Foxboro some small buildings 
were moved to the track site and 
remodeled into a single building 
for a clubhouse. 


Boston housing officials, when 
they inspected the job, decided the 
track had gone too far outside 
regulations. So they ordered the 
buildings separated by cutting 
three two-foot slots across the 


structure. 
Rain Comes In. 


This let in the sky and the 
rain and Bowser protested. 

Bowser notified Hunt of what 
had happened and Hunt again 
went to Creedon. Creedon called 
the Boston office by telephone and 
demanded to know if they were 
trying to make him “the laughing 
stock of the country.” 
Boston officials told Creedon 
the slots already had been cut and 
— would cost too much to plug 

em. 


Grindle never did get around to 
saying whether the slots had been 
covered over. He did say Hunt 
told him he collected a $15,000 
fee from the track. 

Grindle said: “They left the slots 
in the building and let it rain in.” 


Bankers and Contract. 


Grindle said one of the inci- 
dents Hunt related dealt with a 
group of bankers interested in a 
contract. The bankers, Grindle 
said Hunt told him, went to Hunt 
and said they were afraid Secre- 
tary Johnson was going to award 
the contract to someone else. 
Grindle said Hunt told him he 
advised the bankers to see John- 
son about it, that they went to 
the Pentagon building but found 
Johnson was absent. Instead, 
Grindle related, they.saw a man 
named “Lew” in Johnson’s office, 
who told the bankers Johnson 
“knew nothing about” the inci- 
dent. 
Grindle quoted Hunt as saying 
Johnson was “hopping mad” 
when he later heard the bankers’ 
story; that he told the bankers 
there was “no truth” in the re- 
port the contract would go to 
others, and that Johnson said: 

“Jim (Hunt) is absolutely right. 
You stick with Jim.” 

Johnson was the first witness 
as the public hearings opened. 

Telling the subcommittee “you 
can count on our wholehearted co- 
operation,” Johnson added: 
“We are in entire sympathy 
with your determination to get 
rid of those unscrupulous men who 
prey upon both business and gov- 
ernment by selling — rather I 
would call it peddling—influence.“ 


“Percenters” Increase. 


Johnson said he has been hear- 
ing for some time that “the num- 
ber of so-called five percenters has 
been on the increase in Washing- 
ton and other cities where the dol- 
lar volume of government procure- 
ment runs high.” 

He added: “I was amazed at 
their audacity and at the extent 
of their operations. When I be- 
came Secretary of Defense I 
vowed that I would break their 
power, and began to measure my 
sights on them almost as soon 
as I took office.” 

He said the “sinister figure” of 
the “five per center” has arisen 
largely because of “ignorance and 
uncertainty” by business men on 
how to do business with the Gov- 
ernment. 

Johnson did not refer in his 
statement either to the Grindle 
story or to the later suspension 
of two high ranking Army of- 
ficers. 

In response to committee ques- 
tions Johnson said he bumped in- 
to the five per cent situation 
shortly after he took office last 
March. 

He said an assistant told him 
then that a man, whom Johnson 
identified only as a Mr. Webb in 
Mexico City, had been quoted as 
saying was a “very close 
friend” of Johnson's and had in- 
fluence” with him. 

Johnson said that so far as he 
knows he has never seen the 
man and immediately started to 
check on him. He said he turned 
the files on the case over to Bert

Europe in the medieval Strasbourg City Hall. French Foreign Min-

The ministers represented Brit- 
ain, France, Belgium, The Neth- 
erlands, Luxembourg, Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark, Italy and Ire- 
land, the charter nations. 

After a three-hour opening ses- 
sion, they issued a communique 
announcing that Greece and Tur- 
key would be welcomed into the 
Council tomorrow and Iceland at 
a later date. Plaques had been 
left at the table for Greece and 
Turkey. For constitutional rea- 
sons, Iceland probably cannot join 
until next year, they said.

Their other tasks will be to fix

sembly, whith convenes in the 
Strasbourg University auditorium 
Wednesday. 

An official source said the min- 
isters intend to lay down general 
principles of European co-opera- 
tion and thus leave the Assembly 
wide initiative for detailed proj- 
ects to carry out these ideas. 

Former Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, a member of the Brit- 
ish delegation in the Assembly, is 
to arrive here tomorrow, said an 
official of the European Move- 
ment, a private organization 
sponsoring European unity. 

Acting Premier Paul - Henri 
Spaak fo Belgium, an outstanding 
proponent of European collabora- 
tion, was the first of the 10 min- 
isters to arrive at the City Hall. 

The Council brings together in 
the Committee of Ministers and 
the Assembly half a dozen organi- 
gations that work for European 
unity and individual leaders of al- 
most every political cast, except 
the extremes of Fascism and Com- 
munism. 

Britain’s Foreign Secretary Ern- 
est Bevin and his wife arrived to- 
day by car from Evian, Switzer- 
land, where he has been resting. 
Bevin, who represents official 
British policy, is more cautious 
in his approach than Churchill. 

Three of the most enthusiastic 
supporters of European union are 
the Foreign Ministers of France, 
Italy and Belgium. Norway also 
favors such a project.

U.S. TAX BILL HITS RECORD 
OF $54,500,000,000, OR 
AVERAGE OF $372 A PERSON 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP). 
T HE American tax bill soared 
to a new record—$54,500,- 
000,000—for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1948. 

For each person this aver- 
aged $372—also a record. The 
figure includes all taxes, fed- 
eral, state and local. 

The Census Bureau, report- 
ing ahis last night, said the 
previous tax high was 53 bil- 
lions for the year ended in mid- 
1945. Two years later, tax col- 
lections dropped to $49,600,000,- 
000, or $344 per capita. 

Nearly three fourths, or $40,- 
100,000,000 of the 1948 tax total, 
or $274 per person, was collect- 
ed by the Federal Government. 
State governments took $53 per 
capita and local governments 
the remaining $45. 

The bureau’s tax figures were 
on a net basis—after deduc- 
tion of tax refunds. It said 
taxes accounted for 95 per cent 
of the $57,300,000,000 total of 
governmental revenue in fiscal 
1948. 

(Fees and other charges for 
services, surplus property sales, 
etc., provided $2,700,000,000.)

“Since 22 states have already 
passed resolutions asking for some 
form of world government, and 
with many legislators accepting 
the views of small groups of 
idealists, we believe it is time for 
an organized campaign to, educate 
the American people and let them 
know the real facts about such 
federation.” 

Kefauver, in an interview, said 
that since the resolution was in- 
troduced two weeks ago, “interest 
has been increasing tremendously 
all over the country.”

When asked whether he thinks 
the seven Atlantic nations can go 
as far in forming a federal union 
as the 13 American states did, 
Kefauver replied: 

“Not quite that far, to begin 
with. But I think they might set 
up a common foreign policy, com-

After I wrote that at the begin- 
ning of June, stock prices declined 
to new postwar lows, But they 
promptly got up from the floor. 
From 161.6 on June 13, the Dow- 
Jones industria] average rose to 
177, or 10 per cent. 


Sentiment among government 
officials, business men, union lead- 
ers, and investors perked up simul- 
taneously. For example, William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, said in Bos- 
ton that the rise in unemployment 
to 4,000,000 was to be expected, 
that no depression such as we have 
had in the past was likely. 


Steel Scrap Prices Rise. 


Whether the rise in the stock 
market is a cause or a result of 
the improvement in sentiment is 
hard to say. For business perked 
up, too. The steel companies, after 
famishing for orders during June 
and most of July, are receiving in- 
quiries again. Steel scrap has 
risen $1 to $3 a ton, a-sign that 
the industry has eaten into its 
stockpile. There are other signs of 
a turn in affairs: 


1, Newspaper advertising in June 
was up 9 per cent over a year ago. 
Retailers are pushing harder to 
get business, which suggests (a) 
that they’re willing to spend 
money to go after sales and (b) 
that they feel the consumer has 
money to spend—if only you plug 
the right item at the right time. 


2. Business loans increased $16,- 
000,000 in the week ended July 27, 
thus ending a 27-week decline. The 
reversal suggests that business 
men have at least temporarily 
completed de-inventorying and are 
now building up stocks for fall. 
The change in trend had been 
foreshadowed the week before (as 
noted in this column) when six 
Federal Reserve districts reported 
advances in loans. 

3. Manufacturers’ sales of some 
durable consumer goods increased 
in June, though normally a drop 
is to be expected. Because de- 
mand for refrigerators had been 
“unexpectedly strong” in June, 
Nash-Kelvinator increased produc- 
tion schedules in July to replenish 
dealer stocks. 

4. Numerous companies have re- 
called workers. Industrial Rayon 
resumed full production at its Cov- 
ington, Va., plant. The Frigidaire 
division of General Motors rehired 
at Dayton, because of “sustained 
demand.” The Tappan Stove Co. 
at Mansfield, O., added to its force 
to step up output 10 per cent. 
These additions to work rosters 
were too late to show up in the 
July employment (or unemploy- 
ment) total.

The rally in stock prices oc- 
curred at the very moment that 
industrial production was sliding 
to a postwar low. The Federal 
Reserve Board index of industrial 
production registered 169 in June 
and is likely to reach 162 for July. 

Since Wall Street is by reputa- 
tion a cold and calculating place, 
that can signify only one thing: 
Investors and speculators are will- 
ing to buy on a low level of produc- 
tion now because they expect a 
higher level later on, In short, 
their speculative confidence in the 
future has improved. 

Assuming no economic disaster 
akin to 1920-21 or 1929-33, stocks 
are interesting on the basis of div- 
idends alone. Good yields are con- 
ceivable at current prices even if 
dividends are cut. Note in the fol- 
lowing table that General Motors

Gabrielson Chosen 
Because Backers 
Argued He Could 


Raise Funds.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8. 


EPUBLICANS proved at 
R Omaha last January that they 

were split. Little more than six 
months later they have proved in 
Washington that they can't get to- 
gether. 


Members of the National Com- 
mittee spent days in fretful nego- 
tiations which lasted all night 
Wednesday and were still continu- 
ing until late afternoon Thursday 
when waiters were setting the ta- 
bles for their “kick-off for 50 
dinner.

New York, Pennsylvania 
and the West rolled up 47 tallies 
for Axel Beck, South Dakota com- 
mitteeman. 

Another Test Predicted. 
This is the same margin by 
which Scott survived the Omaha 
test, and already committeemen 
are saying we'll be back for an- 
other test in six months.” 

The opposition to Gabrielson by 
nearly half the committee is com- 
pounded of various factors. Many 
feel that a rich Easterner who 
plumped for Taft in 48 is not 
the man to recapture the vital 


farm vote in 50. Virtually all the 


critical Republican contests are 


in the Midwest. 


The circumstances of his candi- 
dacy weighed heavily against him. 
Gabrielson co-operated with the 
Old Guard of former chairmen, 
Harrison Spangler and Carroll 
Reece, and R. D. Creager of Texas 
to force out Scott.

McCabe's Views Sought. 

McCabe’s views were set out in 
a statement sent to two congres- 
sional committees, the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee 
and the Senate-House Committee 
on the Economic Report. Both 
had asked McCabe for a written 
report on “the equity capital 
situation.” 

McCabe said that his recom- 
mendations “do not necessarily” 
represent the views of the seven- 
man reserve board which he 
heads. 

Changes in taxes, which he said 
would remove impediments to 
businesses which want to sell com- 
mon stock and also remove re- 
luctance of investors to buy, in- 
cluded: 


1. Reduction of income tax 
rates, “particularly those ap- 
plicable to the higher brackets.”

3. Granting “more liberal pro- 
visions for carrying forward 
and backward losses growing 
out of business operations,” thus 
encouraging “direct investment 
by owners of small unincorpo- 
rated enterprises and partner- 
ships.”

4. Elimination of “double tax- 
ation of corporate dividends.” 
This would be done either by 
permitting corporations to de- 
duct from taxable income divi- 
dends paid to stockholders or 
allowing the stockholders in- 
come tax credit for taxes paid 
by the corporation. 

5. Permitting the recognition 
of “more rapid depreciation of 
plant and equipment.” 

6. Revising the capital gains 
and losses tax system to en- 
able individuals to average their 
capital gains and losses over a 
number of years in order to 
determine their taxable income.“ 
McCabe also urged stronger ef- 
forts by securities dealers and 
business concerns to inform the 
public more fully about investment 
opportunities in stock ownership. 

Unfamlliarity With Stocks. 
Unfamiliarity with common 
stocks is one reason these shares 
are not bought by numbers of 
workers now able to buy them, 
McCabe said. 

But there is another explana- 
tion, he said, in this: 

“I am firmly convinced that an 
important reason for people not 
buying common stocks is the in- 
creased emphasis which they place 
upon security and safety of their 
savings rather than upon pros- 
pects of gain. 

“Security rather than opportu- 
nity has recently become more 
and more a part of our national 
philosophy.” 

He emphasized that any changes 
to be made in the tax laws should 
be made only after thorough study 
because “with deficit financing 


facing us, we naturally do not 


want to do anything that will 
cause even a temporary loss of 
revenue.”

WASHINGTON. 
RESIDENT TRUMAN had to 
do some “Dutch Uncle” talking 
to his two top Cabinet mem- 
bers—Secretaries Acheson and 
Johnson. The lecturing took place 
in his own office after a Cabinet 
meeting in which the two secre- 
taries had tangled rather sharply. 

The clash arose out of a com- 
plaint by Acheson on military 
meddling in foreign affairs. He 
indicated he was constantly being 
embarrassed by this. Acheson re- 
ferred specifically to China and 
Spain, where the military strongly 
disagree with the State Depart- 
ment’s hands-off policy. 

Acheson did not specifically 
mention his department's “White 
Paper” on China, but it is an open 
secret that Pentagon chiefs op- 
posed publication of the document. 
They contended it would play into 
the hands of the Communists by 
confirming the charges of Nation- 
alist incompetence and corruption. 

The President is in complete 
agreement with Acheson on both 
Spain and China. 

Johnson defended himself vig- 
orously. He hotly denied meddling 
in foreign affairs, and cited sev- 
eral instances when he had 
leaned over backward to avoid any 
appearance of it. He stated he 
had repeatedly enjoined civilian 
and military officials under him 
to exercise the greatest care in 
any matters affecting foreign 
policy. ; 

A tense atmosphere prevailed 
in the Cabinet room following the 
exchange. The President said noth- 
ing at the time. Later, at the close 
of the meeting, he asked Acheson 
and Johnson to accompany him 
to his office. 

Johnson and Atcheson left the 
White House on friendly terms,

Thad Snow on the Atlantic Pact 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It was good to read your reprint of 
MacLeish’s Atlantic Monthly piece. Mac- 
Leish, as usual, is a trifle vague in his 
writing, but your accompanying edito- 
rial, “Fortress of Fear,” brought his 
thinking down to earth a bit. 


Like he says—here we are in the full- 
ness of our power with nobody at all 
able to challenge us; yet we are jittery 
with fear of our little bogymen at home 
and the big bogymen in the Kremlin. 
And like you say, much that we are do- 
ing at home and abroad is done out of 
irrational fear. 

No wonder we have become very much 
the laughingstock of the world. What’s 
the matter with us, anyhow”? I guess 
strange things happen to the minds of 
the victors as well as to the vanquished 
of any great war. 

The United States Senate approved 
the North Atlantic Pact by an over- 
whelming vote. To my notion the pact 
is the direct outcome of the sort of ir- 
rational fear you and Archibald Mac- 
Leish are talking about. I've read the 
Senate debates on the pact. Read them 
every one as they came to me each day 
in the Congressional Record. I must be 

‘wacky myself to have read them all. 
But I've read best-selling psyehologi- 
cal” novels that interested me less. 
— * x 


I got to know the Senators pretty well. 
Most of them I knew pretty well al- 
ready, but that didn’t help me to guess 
what they’d say about the pact. There’s 
no accounting for the slant that you, or 
I, or a Senator will take on this fear- 
Russia business. 

Arguments or facts don’t count for 
much in making up our minds about 
Russia, or foreign affairs in general. 
It’s our personal prejudices that do the 
job. We've all got em, and heaven only 
knows where they all come from. 

Some of the Senators whom I admire 
most disappointed me considerably. Oth- 
ers were splendid. Too bad newspaper 
space didn’t permit reporting their 
speeches. Of course the few Senators 
in opposition to the pact had all the 
best of the arguments because there’s 
nothing easier to establish than that 
military alliances and armament races 
lead usually to war. Then a good bit of 
the background of this pact with all its 
chicanery and falsification was brought 
out to light. 

But treaty-making is commonly a de- 
vious business, and most Senators 
seemed to take it all as a matter of 
course. I've heard it said that all dip- 


lomats are liars. 
* * — 


Senators Dulles and Vandenberg came 


off poorly in the debate. They felt the 


necessity, although there was none, of 
maintaining that this was not at all a 
military treaty. That was absurd on the 
face of it, and unfortunately they had 
talked differently on different occasions. 
Dulles appeared tricky and devious, and 
Vandenberg talked like a pompous 
stuffed shirt. 

Glen Taylor of Idaho and our Sena- 
tor Donnell took these two gentlemen 
down in a heart-warming manner. Tay- 
lor’s utterances had sparkle as well as 
deep sincerity, and our Donnell is not to 
be discounted at any time. I've been 
around the Senate enough to know that 
in spite of his insistent ways the Sena- 
tors like and respect him. 

In this pact debate, he advanced the 
quaint idea that the Senate and the 
American people had a right to expect 
truthfulness and even candor from our 
accredited diplomats. Not a few Senators 
who voted for the pact nevertheless ex- 
pressed strong dislike for the trickery 
that had entered into its buildup..I don’t 
like to be lied to, either, yet I’m not dead 
sure how I'd have voted had I been 

standing in some Senator’s shoes. 
* * * 


An overwhelming Senate vote of ap- 
proval was never in doubt — because the 
Fear is upon us and on the Senate. 
Often what you do from unreasoning 
fear gets you in bad trouble. Some- 
times it doesn’t.

Seed of Europe United? 


There is not as much talk as there used to be 
about a United States of Europe. Vet the idea 
is nearer realization than it was when discussion 
group after discussion group resolved that the 
U. S. E. ought to be established tomorrow so 
that a world government might be set up the 
day after. 

After all, the Council of Europe has been es- 
tablished with Belgium, Denmark, France, Ire- 
land, Italy, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Sweden and Great Britain as its members. 
Its upper chamber, the Committee of Ministers, 
goes into session at Strasbourg today. The 
87 delegates of the lower chamber, the Consul- 
tative Assembly, will convene Wednesday. 

The Council, of course, is still far from being 
a European super-government. As the London 
Economist says, “It is dishonest to pretend that 
there yet exists in Europe an effective majority 
opinion in favor of a European Parliament, or 
that any member government yet intends to give 
up its sovereignty in any matter of importance.” 

The Council of Europe, however, has an un- 
precedented opportunity to intensify the desire 
for a federated Europe. It can demonstrate that 
greater co-operation means greater prosperity. 
This calls more for practical measures than for 
oratory. In the beginning, such measures will 
have to be carefully weighed lest one govern- 
ment or another get the idea that it is being 
forced into ways which it does not want to fol- 
low. If that were to happen, the alarmed gov- 
ernment, of course, would pull out, and the 
process of disruption would set in. 

But many matters can be taken up by the 
Council now. For example: freer movement of 
individuals across European boundaries, reset- 
tlement of displaced persons, distribution of 
hydro-electric power across boundaries, elimina- 
tion or modification of irksome customs bur- 
dens and the airing of other restrictive policies. 

ihe assembly can only make recommenda- 
tions, but good suggestions have a way of get- 
ting themselves accepted. And they enhance 
the reputation of those who make them. In this 
way, the Council could gain the prestige es- 
sential to broader activity in the future. 

Meanwhile, the delegates can discuss problems 
from a common European viewpoint, rather than 
from a British, French, Swedish or Dutch point 
of view. They will be in Strasbourg as Euro- 
peans rather than as representatives of their 
governments or their parties. The British dele- 
gation. for example, is headed by Conservative 
Winston Churchill and Laborite Herbert Morri- 
son. Its membership is distributed almost evenly 
between the two major British parties. 

Nationalism, of course, has deep roots. Both 
pride and prudence keep it in the forefront of a 
statesman’s mind. But if it can be set aside 
anywhere, it ought to be set aside in Strasbourg 

today. If in this session the Council of Eu- 
rope can score a few solid accomplishments, 
the opportunities for its 1950 session ought to be 
considerably greater than those now open to it. 
Conversely, the Council also can banish the 
dream of a united Europe for a long, long time 
to come. 

Both the skeptics and the optimists will have 
their eyes on Strasbourg. 
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Let It Die Down 


Just as the controversy over Cardinal Spell- 
man’s criticism of Eleanor Roosevelt is quieting 
down, comes Bishop Oxnam with his assertion 
that both the Roman Catholic church and Com- 
munism “are totalitarian.” He says that “both 
practice excommunication,” that both “demand 


blind, unthinking loyalty.” 


The Methodist Bishop of New York has just 
as much right to free speech as has the Roman 
Catholic prelate. He has the same responsibil- 
ity for what he says and for its consequences. 
If the bitterness breaks out afresh, it will be in 
part at least because of this all-out charge that 
the Vatican and the Kremlin are much the same. 
And a renewal of the bitterness will do no one 
any good. 

Many groups with differing social, economic 
and religious views live together in the United 
States. The success of the idea of American de- 
mocracy depends on give and take, harmoniz- 
ing differences, and tolerance one for another. 
A lesson has been taught by the Spellman-Roose- 
velt exchange. It can be remembered without 
adding any new fuel to the fire.

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Television Thaws Out 

Coming out of a nine-months’ dilemma, the 
Federal Communications Commission has found 
a way for the television industry to resume its 
astonishing boom, which was halted by the 
“freeze” on construction of new stations. 

The Vcc problem was this: how to make 
room for more television stations without injur- 
ing the already large investment in the industry. 
The present 12 channels would permit only 
about 500 stations. There are 63 in existence, 
more than 300 applications pending before the 
FCC, and the prospect of several hundred others 
within the next few years. 

On the other hand, the public’s stake in the 
2,000,000 television sets must be close to a bil- 
lion dollars, while the 49 stations expected to go 
on the air this year represent an investment of 
nearly $8,000,000. If the FCC had determined 
on entirely new standards for telecasting, the 
present investments would have been ruined. 

What the commission did was to propose the 
addition of 42 new channels in the ultra-high 
frequencies, to permit eventual use of 2000 or 
more stations. But the FCC also assures the 
public that inexpensive converters will be manu- 
factured so present receiving sets may be tuned 


lotted carefully in order to avoid a vast spread 
of channels in any one place. St. Louis, for in- 
stance, will not be given a new ultra-high chan- 
nel, since it already has been awarded five and 
KSD-TV is the only television station now on 


The decision is good insurance for the public 


and a convenient way out of a strange situation. 
It is strange because many stations, struggling 
to build audiences in a highly expensive indus- 
try, have been losing thousands of dollars a 
month. Yet the current losses do not discour- 
age operators who keep their eyes on television's 
future. 

When the FCC finally ends its “freeze,” after 
further study, it may be a year or more before 
many new stations can go on the air, but tele- 
vision will rush on in its modern pioneering: 
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A Bill to Pass Without More Delay 


Congressman Oren Harris of Arkansas is one 
of the main obstacles to passage of the home 
rule bill for the District of Columbia. He op- 
posed home rule for the national capital in the 
Eightieth Congress. In this Congress he is chair- 
man of a House Judiciary subcommittee, which 
is sitting on the current bill.

This would be ridiculous if it were not for 
what is involved. The District of Columbia is 
one of the poorest governed communities in the 
country. This is so because it is ruled by Con- 
gress in spare time which Congress does not 
have. The administration of Washington should 
be a shining example of self-government — 
something every visiting diplomat would have 
to write home about. 

Both major party platforms call for home rule 
in Washington. President Truman has appealed 
for it. The Senate passed the Kefauver bill to 
that end some three months ago. This stall in 
the House to retain a few bits of patronage and 
other undesirable influences is a discredit to 
every member of that body. 

With Mr. Truman, citizens in all parts of the 
country “hope that the House will not adjourn 
this session without completing action on this 
important measure.” 
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Design for a $454,000 Fountain 


It comes as welcome news to us that a court 
in Connecticut has upheld a will leaving 
$454,000 for the construction of a drinking 
fountain. It should now be possible to put up a 
drinking fountain that is everything a drinking 
fountain should be, without having to skimp 
anywhere on account of funds. 

The first thing the $454,000 drinking foun- 
tain should do, in our opinion, is to provide an 
even flow of water at all times. None of this 
business of having to catch a mere trickle on 
one occasion and having it shoot up in your 
face on another. Furthermore, the water should 
be good from the first drop, not lukewarm 
gradually turning to cold. 

The button that turns the water on should 
not be located in the base of the fountain, or 
among the marble foliage on top, or in the 
wall adjacent. It should be on top of the foun- 
tain in plain view, and should be accompanied 
by a sign plainly stating, Turn On Here. 

Finally, the fountain should be so built that 
a tall man or a small child can drink from it 
with equal ease. This will make it unnecessary 
for the tall man to have to interrupt his enjoy- 
ment of the feature picture and accompany the 
small child every time the latter becomes 
thirsty. 

We figure that the $454,000 drinking fountain, 
eliminating all the shortcomings that have irked 
people ever since the first drinking fountain, 
could be built along these lines and still leave 
enough to assure the payment of at least 
$453,000 in water bills. 
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Pint-Size Dud? 

Having thrown a small, half-pint size bomb- 
shell at his fellow members of the Board of 
Freeholders, Alroy S. Phillips might have re- 
mained in town for the aftereffects. He sent 
telegrams to the board members, saying that 
“after what’s happened” he is “seriously think- 
ing of resigning.” This hint of disharmony—or 
worse—was not cleared away when he told re- 
porters: “There are things going on that I don’t 
think ought to go on.” Yet when Chairman 
Raymond Tucker offered to call an immediate 
meeting to hear the complaint, Mr. Phillips said 
that he had to leave town. 

Frankly, we do not know what he is talking 
about. He has made perhaps more proposals 
than any other freeholder in connection with a 
new city charter. Some of them have been 
rather radical. Perhaps he feels that they have 
not been given as much attention as they de- 
serve. Perhaps he also feels that his experience 
as one of the drafters of the State Constitution 
is not being given enough weight. Or perhaps 
he has a more serious grievance. 

So far as the public can see, the freeholders 
have been hard at work on their job and have 
been handling it in a very correct fashion. If 
so, they should not be placed under a cloud. If, 
on the contrary, things really are going on which 
should not go on, Mr. Phillips might have said 
just what they are. Let's have the details, if 
there are any. 
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A Missouri Pacific Strike? 


During the Wabash strike last March, several 


operating unions said they had a “bundle of 
grievances” against the Missouri Pacific and 
were planning to strike it next. The Railroad 
Adjustment Board’s docket was too crowded to 
obtain prompt action on the complaints, with the 
result that a walkout was scheduled for July 11. 

President Truman then appointed a three-man 
fact-finding board. The unions refused to be 
bound by its judgment, however, and the fact- 
minders found, after hearing a few of the griev- 
ances, that the whole list would require weeks. 
So they have now withdrawn from the case, 
clearing the way for further strike action 30 days 
hence. 

Since interpretations of rules are involved 
rather than any first-rank issue, outsiders may 
wonder why the railroad and the unions did not 
negotiate settlements months ago. Both parties 
may be banking on a better deal from the Ad- 
justment Board than they can get by bargaining. 
The railroad industry is accustomed to having 
third parties sit in judgment on its family 
quarrels and the law encourages them to rely 
on this course. |

Like Sherlock Holmes, freshman Sena- 
tor Paul Douglas of Illinois appeared in 
the Senate recently with a large micro- 
scope. The subject under discussion was 
the $750,000,000 river, harbor and flood con- 
trol bill. Mr. Douglas came equipped with 
an atlas. Some of the proposed river and 
harbor projects, he said, were so small he 
couldn’t find them in 
the atlas with his 
microscope. 

Mr. Douglas waved 
his microscope. He is 
a large man, stand- 
ing six feet two and 
weighing 200 pounds. 

There are several 

things that distin- 

guish him. He is a 

former president of 

the American Eco- 

nomic Association. Senator Douglas 
While professor at the University of Chi- 
cago, he got himself elected city alder- 
man and worked on such recondite items 
as transit costs and efficient garbage dis- 
posal. 

“The Same Old Bologna” 


Again, although he is a member of the 
Society of Friends, he enlisted in the Ma- 
rines at 50 as a private, was wounded twice, 
lost the use of his left hand from a Japa- 
nese machine-gun burst, and received the 
Bronze Star for heroism. Finally, in five 
months in the Senate he has made his 
bland, massive, and deceptively easy-going 
personality one of the most outstanding 
in Congress. 

The rivers and harbors bill before them., 
Mr. Douglas began, was formerly termed 
irreverently “The Pork- Barrel.” It has lat- 
terly been sanctified as “The Civil Func- 
tions of the Department of Army Bill.” 
“This has a very impressive and dignified 
sound,” Mr. Douglas continued, “but when 
the new wrapping is peeled off I have a 
very real feeling that, however succulent 
the slices, it is still the same old bologna.” 

The Douglas proposal was simple: Let’s 
cut the thing 40 per cent. You could have 
heard a pin drop. You could have heard 
a fly light on the green carpet of the Sen- 
ate aisle at this astonishing and terrifying 
proposal. 

In Wee, Small Print 

The next three hours were devoted to 
trying to tear Mr. Douglas limb from limb. 
It is the opinion of this correspondent that 
the effort failed. 

“Will the Senator be good enough to 
paint out just one piece of fat?” gasped 
Senator Carl Hayden of Arizona. 

“I should like to move toward the Sena- 
tor with an atlas,” responded Mr. Douglas. 
lar piece?” reiterated Mr. Hayden querul- 
ously. 

Mr. Douglas said yes, there was an item 
for the State of Maine, a state where he, 
Douglas, grew up. It was a small item, it 
was true—$33,000 for the Josias river. 

“I had never known of the Josias river 
though my family has been a seafaring 
family along the coast for some. 300 years,” 


he said. “I have searched most zealously — 


with a magnifying glass to fing the Josias

Mr. Douglas added that neither the Li- 
brary of Congress nor the National Geo- 
graphic Society had heard of the river— 
at least by that name. He invited Mr. 
Hayden to join him in the microscopic 
search. 

Senator Kenneth D. McKellar of Ten- 
nessee, venerable chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee, took the Douglas pro- 
posal hard. Slowly he gathered steam. 
Reading from the official justification of 
the item he reported that “Josias river is a 
small stream running through Flat pond 
to Perkins cove, which is the harbor of 
Ogunquit. . . . The project provides for a 
channel five feet deep and 40 feet wide in 
the Josias river. 


Wasn’t Illinois Treated Right? 


Mr. Douglas, a graduate of Maine’s love- 
ly Bowdoin College, said that he had some 
faint recollection of a “very small stream 
running out of an inland pond.” He sus- 
pected that the residents wanted a fresh- 
water anchorage for the motorboats of the 
summer people. 

A fellow-graduate of Bowdoin came hur- 
rying into the Senate chamber at this 
point, Owen Brewster. He came with a 
light in his eye to defend Josias river. Not, 
however, before Senator Spessard L. Hol- 
land of Florida had pointed out that Mr. 
Douglas’ own Illinois got no less than $12,- 
000,000 under the bill. Mr. Douglas calmly 
said no, it wasn’t $12,000,000; it was $19,- 
000,000, but he was prepared to have his 
state take its proportionate reduction in 
any cut that could be made. 

Mr. Brewster promptly twitted Mr. Doug- 
las on the “poor education” Maine had 
provided him that he didn’t remember a 
river like the Josias. Like Mr. Holland, 
he pointed out the vastly bigger sums IIli- 
nois was destined to get under the bill. 

In fact, all through the long afternoon 
the argument went much the same: Look 
what Illinois is getting. There seemed to 
be an outraged feeling, particularly from 
Mr. McKellar, that Douglas had disturbed 
the rules of the club. 

“Is the bill framed in such a way,” in- 
quired Mr. Douglas, “that if every state 


gets a slice out of it a Senator is there’ 


fore prevented from defending the gen- 
eral interest?” 
There was no answer to his question.

3 Britain’s Vital and Costly Defense Role 


HE Joint Chiefs of Staff, on 


their hurry-up tour of Europe are 


listening to a great many hard-luck stories and many an urgent 


plea for immediate help. But

unfolded before the visiting military men. 


The defense budget of the 
United Kingdom for the fiscal 
year 1949-50 is $3,040,000,000. The 
military budget of the French for

armed forces. 
This is 3.35 per 
cent of the total

According to plan, the total in 
the armed forces will drop to 750,- 
000 in 1950. But at the same time, 
in trouble spots, such as the colony 
of Hong Kong and in Malaya, the 
British feel compelled to increase 
their forces substantially.

Conscription in Force. 


The present force is double any- 
thing previously maintained except 
immediately after World War I 
and immediately before World 
War II. To keep the forces at 
this level, a system of universal 
national service is in effect which 
requires national service men to 
spend 18 months in full-time serv- 
ice and four years in part-time 
service with the reserve and aux- 
iliary forces. 

The British case includes a list 
of war materials transferred to 
the other Western Union Powers 
—The Netherlands, France, Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg—not mere- 
ly out of surplus but out of new 
production. The expectation is 
that by next January the British 
will have contributed a large 
number of radar stations and a 
considerable number of airplanes, 
a high proportion of them Vam- 
pire and Meteor jet fighters.

UANAM SAYS CARDINAL 


AILED EDUCATION AD * 


Methodist Bishop Calls At- 
tack on Mrs. F.D.R. Part 
of ‘Calculated Plan.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP)— 


Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, Meth- 
fodist bishop of the New York 


area, accused the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy last night of killing the 
proposals in Congress for federal 
aid to public schools. 

In a radio interview he said 
Cardinal Francis Spellman's per- 
sonal attack” on Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt was a part of a “coldly 
calculated plan” of the Catholic 
hierarchy. 

He said this plan was “designed 
to deny federal aid to public 
schools, unless the hierarchy can 
get its hands into the public treas- 
ury and secure millions for the 
support of parochial education.” 

Cardinal Spellman recently ac- 
cused Mrs. Roosevelt, widow of 
President Roosevelt, of anti-Cath- 
olic bias “unworthy of an Ameri- 
can mother” after she had opposed 
the use of federal funds for non- 
public schools. Mrs. Roosevelt de- 
nied any such bias and said God 
would be the final judge of the 
worthiness of all human beings. 

Bishop Oxnam said the Ameri- 
can people have recently learned 
that federal aid to education is 
dead for this session of Congress, 
and most of them deplore the fact. 

“Striking Parallel.” 

Bishop Oxnam said also there is 
a “striking parallel between the 
organizational structure and meth- 
od of the world-wide Communist 
political party and the world-wide 
Roman Catholic political party. 
Both are totalitarian. Both seek 
control of the minds of men every- 
where. Both practice excommuni- 
cation, character assassination, 
and economic reprisals.” 

He asserted the Roman Catholic 
church seems ready “to summon 
the world to holy war to salvage 
its power, its property, and its 
prestige” in Europe, where it is 
“fighting for its life.” 

In New York, efforts to reach 
Cardinal Spellman for comment 
were unsuccessful. 

The Cardinal issued a statement 
Friday night clarifying the posi- 
tion of the Roman Catholic church 
concerning the use of federal 
— for parochial school chil- 

ren. 


He said such aid was sought 
solely for auxiliary services like 
transportation, health services 
and non-religious textbooks, and 
public funds were neither sought 
nor expected for teaching services, 
school construction or mainte- 
nance. 

Mrs. Roosevelt called the Cardi- 
nal’s second statement “clarifying 
and fair.”

Here I am, sitting in a hotel room, writing

I GOT IN HERE only a few hours ago, the 
Pan American Clipper “Wayfarer” having put 
me down after a 17-hour flight from Dakar. 
You don’t have to be in Johannesburg but a 
few minutes before you are conscious of gold 
and more gold. 

As you drive in from the airport you see rising 
on both sides of the road the mammoth gold 
mine dumps, bleak monuments to the glistening 
metal that lies beneath this city. These dumps, 
writes James Lodge in his admirable guide to 
Johannesburg, are considered unsightly by some 
South Africans, but to most of the citizens they 
are as much a part of Johannesburg as the Pyra- 
mids are of Cairo, the Arc de Triomphe of Paris, 
and the Statue of Liberty of New York.

CROSSING AND RE-CROSSING the airport 
road are the railway lines of the mines, with 
diminutive engines pulling cars heaped with the 
gold-laden ore. It doesn't glisten. In fact, it is 
very homely ore, being of a dull gray color, 
something on the order of granite paving blocks. 
But tucked away in it is the stuff for which 
men Rave slaved and fought for centuries. 

Johannesburg has to be seen to be believed. 
Sixty years ago there was nothing here but the 
bush, and the only traffic was that of wild ani- 
mals and primitive bushmen. 

Today it is a city of skyscrapers, shops and 
hotels as modern as any to be found in any 
city in the world. Millionaires are a dime a 
dozen, and their magnificent homes are a match 
for any you care to name. Sixty years ago 
there wasn’t a railroad within 300 miles. Now 
Johannesburg has a $3,000,000 railroad station, 
from which super-modern trains come and go 
by the score each day. 
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THOUSANDS OF RESIDENTS remember 
when land along Eloff street, the Fifth avenue 
of Johannesburg, was considered so worthless 
that it was given away. Now—vwell, you better 
have a gold mine of your own to buy Eloff 
street property. 

This is the biggest, newest, cleanest city in 
the world. 

It is winter here now, and the climate—right 
now anyway—is just about perfect. It is scarce- 
ly cool enough for a light topcoat in the morn- 
ings and evenings, and midday is strictly good 
enough for any chamber of commerce secretary. 

Modern as Johannesburg is, there was a notice 
in the morning paper advising picnickers to stay 
away from a favorite picnic ground as a bull 
elephant had been seen there and was known 
to be hiding in the woods nearby.

There is also no innate love of child for mother, whether 
the latter be real or foster.

Only by precept and example, by good or bad training, 
can they affect their children. I mention these psychological 
truths to dispel a common fallacious: belief in inheritance.

Afterward there was talk. Some 
hinted that the drowning of the 
girl might have been a fanatical 
religious sacrifice. Although there 
was nothing to bear this out, mut- 
terings continued, Grandfather 
Chapman, aged and _ infirm, 
brooded; nourishing resentment 
that he had not been consulted 
about the baptizing. Roy Chap- 
man, father of the girl, felt the 
same way about it because his 
permission had not been asked. 
|The feelings of the Chapmans 
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The case turned upon whether 
the rite of baptism, admittedly a 
lawful act, had been administered 
in an unlawful manner. It was the 
contention of Richard E. Arm- 
strong Jr. and Joseph W. Richey, 
who had been employed by the 
Chapmans as special counsel, that 
the lawful act had been performed 
in an unlawful manner because, 
with the river out of its banks, 
an unsafe spot had been chosen 
for the baptizing. 

Lewis, in justification of him- 
self, said he had baptized persons 
before at that spot and that, be- 
cause the river was at flood he 
took the extra precaution of meas- 
uring the depth of the water. It 
all happened so suddenly, he said, 
that he couldn’t account for it. 
One instant they were all three 
standing waist deep shouting their 
praises and the next instant they 
were all struggling in water that 
was deep and swift and Margaret 
was being borne rapidly down the 
stream. 

Proof that the three stood in a 
safe place at baptism was af- 
forded by a snapshot photograph 
taken by Mrs. King at the mo- 
ment when Margaret had raised 
her hand to her face just before 
being immersed. 

As bearing upon the question of 

Lewis’s prudence, Gerald B. Price, 
a Baptist minister, was put on the 
stand to testify that a baptism he 
had planned for that day was 
postponed because the Holston 
was at flood. 
It was a weak case, the prosecu- 
tion had to admit that, and when 
the state closed the attorneys sug- 
gested that the charge be changed 
to involuntary manslaughter, but 
H. Marvin Parsons, defense attor- 
ney, moved for a digmissal under 
the state’s showing and Judge 
Gilbreath ordered the dismissal. “I 
cannot,” he said, “see anything 
more in this case than a sad and 
tragic accident.” 

There was a buzz of approval 
in the courtroom, for many of 
the people were members of the 
Holiness sect and probably all of 
them shared the commonly-held 


feeling in this part of Tennessee 


that the law shouldn’t meddle with 
anything of a religious nature. .

In view of the 
result of this and countless other 
deals, however, this argument is 
not very impressive!

“Touch food as 
little as possible, and if it must 
be handled, use CLEAN hands and 
be gentle, quick and spontaneous.” 
Such treatent bmrings to the 
table food fresh as a daisy and 
every partaker can’t help noticing 
its freshness and loveliness, Too 
much and too harsh handling of 
food gives it a mauled, tired, vio- 
lated look and those who know 
anything about bacteriology won- 
der if it is not contaminated with 
many organisms. Such food there- 
fore can’t be eaten with much 
enthusiasm or thankfulness for 
the cook who prepared it. It pays 
to get the habit of thinking about 
the aforesaid slogan and let it in- 
fluence our minds and actions 
when preparing our salads, vege- 
tables, meringues, cake icings etc. 
and they will take on a new love- 
liness that we've never dreamed 
we could achieve. 

Lemon Sugar Cookies. 

Two and one-fourth cups all- 
purpose flour, three-quarter tea- 
spoon baking powder, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one-half cup butter, 
one-fourth cup shortening, three- 
quarter cup sugar, one egg, one 
teaspoon lemon juice, one-half 
teaspoon grated lemon rind. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with baking powder 
and salt. Cream butter and short- 
ening until smooth and soft; add 
sugar gradually and blend ‘well; 
then add egg and beat vigorously 
until fluffy and light colored. Stir 
in lemon juice and rind. Add 
flour mixture in two or three por- 
tions, stirring until smooth. Cover 
dough with waxed paper and chill 
in refrigerator for one hour. 
Shape dough into balls about the 
size of small walnuts, and place 
about two and a half inches apart 
on a greased baking sheet. Cover 
a flat-bottomed glass tumbler 
with a piece of clean, smooth- 
textured white cloth which has 
been wrung out of cold water. 
Use this to press the cookies out 
flat, about one-eighth inch thick 
or slightly thicker. Bake in a 
moderately hot oven (400 degrees 
Fahrenheit) for six to eight min- 
utes, or until delicately browned 
at edges. Remove to cake racks 
to cool before storing. Makes 
aboue six dozen cookies. 

Mixed Vegetable Slaw. 

Combine three cups finely 
shredded cabbage, one cup grated 
raw carrots, half a pea 4 finely 
chopped celery, two espoons 
minced onion. Mix together half 
a cup mayonnaise, one teaspoon 
prepared mustard and two tea- 
spoons peanut butter, add to the 
vegetables and toss until all the 


vegetables are coated with dress- 
ing. Serve immediately. Serves
